I had jeans and 
boots on and it was sweltering down 
there. We got out of the van (with no 
A.C.) and it was like walking through 
meatloaf.

Daniel: The abnd was formed at 
the beginning of 1999, when 
Daniel (Brazil) met Carolina 
(Colombia) in Caracas, 
Venezuela where she played 
guitar in an anarcho-punk band. 
Together they decided to move 
to Argentina and start a fast 
hardcore band with deep lyrics. It 
was hard since in Argentina there 
wasn’t a band along those lines 
or even enough people to begin 
to organize some events. A few 
weeks later they met Juan 
(Argentina) who did a zine called 
“Difunde la Idea” and had a 
distro called “La Resistencia.” At 
that moment our similar way of 
thinking and doing things 
allowed us to almost 
immediately start to practice with 
Patricio (Uruguay) on drums. 
After two months the first demo 
is recorded. 

M: Where does the name MV 

come from? Migra from 

immigration or Migra from 

migrane? 

D: On one hand, because of the 
countries of origin of the 
members, it has to do with 
immigration. Also the style we 
began to play was violent 
considering that in Argentina 
kids were mostly used to 
listening to he in the NY style. In 
many countries immigration 



police are called “migra” so 
that’s another meaning: violent 
police. 

M: In your CD “Superficial,” 

the record is dedicated to the 

hc/punk scene in Latin 

America where everything is 

harder. Explain to the readers 

whv it’s so hard to put projects 

together in Latin America. 

D: Well first off because of the 


M: What other material have 

you recorded? 

D: We have the 1999 demo tape; 
the 2000 7” split with 

CUCSIFAE from Argentina; the 
CD/LP “HC Crust” from 2001; 
that same year we also released a 
split 7” with DISARM from 
Italy. In 2003 we released the 
CD/10” “SUPERFICIAL” and 
we recorded for our split 7” with 




economic situation. Here in 
Argentina the minimum salary is 
like 100 dollars. So imagine 
releasing records, buying 
instruments, equipment, putting 
shows on, traveling, playing, etc. 
A lot of the time all this is 
impossible, not because we don’t 
want to, but because we don’t 
have the money to do it. 
One of the reasons is that 
there are no jobs. As much 
as you look for job you will 
not find one. “Superficial” 
is a CD that cost a lot to 
release and we had help 
from labels from overseas 
and Latin America so we 
thought it would be fair to 
dedicate it to everyone 
involved in DIY in Latin 
America, a place where 
everything is harder. 


KONTRAATAQUE from the 
US. This year we have recorded 
for our split with COCHE 
BOMBA from France (I must 
own this split!! Ed.). Also a 
“Live in Paris” CD is on its way; 
we recorded that on our 
European tour. IDEAL Rees, 
from Boston, USA. We’re 
currently mixing the songs 
form the 7” split with 
SICK TERROR from 
Brazil. 

M: MV is a very political 

band. In the society in 

which you live, where 

post-dictatorial discourse 

is based on “democracy”. 

have you guvs had any 

problems because of 

vour lyrics or artwork? 

D: The issues dealing with 
musical repression have 


been calm in 
this day and 
age. It was 
harder to go to 
a show a few 
years ago 
because the 
police would 
show up and 
ran everyone 
off or arrested a 
lot of people. 
But in the last 3 
years, with the social crisis and 
unemployment, the police is 
more concerned with repressing 
unemployed demonstrations as 
opposed to the “rock” kids. 
Many social movements have 
erupted in this period to fight the 
government, so the kids at shows 
are a little less worried, but that 
doesn’t mean there isn’t 
repression. A few days ago the 
cops killed this 20 year old kid 
right near my house; a shot to the 
head. No one knows why. Things 
like this happen all the 
time. . . political persecution. 
Things appear to be calm but 
they aren’t. 

M: Unfortunately people from 

the Buenos Aires region have 

the reputation to be pedantic 

and there is a lot of 

discrimination towards people 

from Bolivia in Argentina. 

What do vou guvs think about 

this issue (as a band or 

individually! and how do you 

face it? Within the scene we all 

try to be tolerant of each other 

but a lot of the time 

nationalism is much stronger 

than the music. How do you 

guvs see this? 

D: In Argentina this was a huge 
problem: xenophobia against 
Peruvians and Bolivians. The 
economic stability in Argentina 
offered more jobs for people 





from Peru and 
Bolivia who would 
come to work and 
send money home to 
their families since 
the exchange rate was 
1 : 1 between the 
dollar and the peso. 

But 2 years ago the 
peso suffered 

devaluation to the 
point of 3:1 with the 
dollar, so many 
returned to their countries. 
Before all of this, the argentine 
and even some forms of media 
blamed unemployment, crime, 
etc. on immigrants. But then all 
of these returned to their 
countries... Argentina remained 
the same way: with the same 
unemployment rates as before. 
So what it was was just pure 
xenophobia. As a band formed 
with immigrants we tried to 
explain all the time how negative 
xenophobia is and how bad it is 
that people are getting 
discriminated because of the 
color of their skin or their accent 
when they speak. Luckily within 
the scene we had a lot of support 
and in a few months this subject 
was pretty clear for all the kids 
who were involved in hc/punk. 
Nowadays since there aren’t any 
immigrants from other countries 
no one blames others for current 
problems. 

M: Speaking of tolerance 

within the scene.. .1 know there 

was a huge Nazi movement in 

Argentina in the past (bands, 

etc.L How is that situation 

today? 

D: Currently the nazi movement 
is not strong... so we 
don’t worry too much 
about them. There are a 
few collectives here like 
ACCION ANTI 

FACISTA BS AS who 
are more envoi ved with 
that, but there really 
aren’t a lot of neo-nazis. 

We always speak of 
how absurd a neo-nazi 
from around here is. He 
should have to kill 
everyone for being 
Latino!! Or for being 
black! And a neo-nazi 
from here would get 
stomped by one from 
germany for being 



Latino! It’s very contradictory to 
be a neo-nazi around here in 
Latin America. The races are not 
white nor pure, we are a mix of a 
our colonizers and our 
indigenous people. The real neo- 
nazis around here should be the 
indigenous groups trying to 
achieve purity. But no, it’s the 
whites!! 

M: MRR Publisher your 

European tour diary. 

How do you compare 

the scene over there 

with the one in 

Argentina or even 

Latin America? What 

other places have you 

played and where do 

you have planned to 

play in the future? 

D: Wow... over there 
you realize the 
differences between the 
third world and the first 
world: the organization. For 
example there are venues that 
have been functioning for 10 
years with the sole purpose of 
putting on he punk shows. 
Economically speaking, kids 
don’t have a problem with 
paying for their ticket at a show 


(the way it should be). If 
they like the bands they 
buy the shirts, CDs etc. 
You could tell we had a 
bigger reception in 
countries where we had 
had releases put out: 
France, Italy, Germany or 
where we are distributed: 
Norway, Czech Rep. 
Over there people go to a 
show to see bands, or 
maybe they just feel like 
going to a show to see what’s 
new. There are shows everyday 
with bands from all over the 
world so it’s no surprise when a 
band from another country is on 
tour there. We had the fortune of 
playing awesome shows with

It was sometime around late 
1998 when I was already 
thinking of who I wanted to 
include in the 4 th issue of my 
zine, at the time, Everyday Hate. 
Since I was only releasing about 
an issue a year because I lived in 
Bolivia and mail took a lot 
longer to arrive from around the 
world, I had to think ahead of 
time who I was going to 
interview for the 1999 issue.

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When Retards Attack

For approximately four years, the line-up of VPR has consisted of many interesting people and gifted musicians. Many of Washington, 
D.C.'s talented artists have at some point played for VPR, including members of United 121, BHG, Iron Cross, Bar Fight, The Suspects, Wake Up 
Cold, and The Boils from PA. The many, many line-up changes have helped them to establish a unique style of hardcore punk with a healthy dose 
of positivity and humor. 

The bastards that are VPR include Shon Fahker on vocals and beer. Shon's previous musical ventures include the likes of None of Your 
Business and Latchkey. Dave Stone, formerly of Enough and All Fall Down, currently of Porch Mob, plays guitar in between changing multiple 
strings per show. Bass extraordinaire Chris Suspect, who has played for area bands such as Lickity Split, Spitfires United and The Suspects, rocks 
the low end. Last, but not least, Geoff Knowles, a.k.a. Bender, taps the skins (oh yeah), and has been in previous D.C. bands such as The 
Muffmen and United 121. 

Following is an interview with the boys shortly after they recorded their first full-length CD, “Aural Assault,” on Squirrel Heart 


Records: 


Give us a brief history of the band and what the hell VPR stands for? 

Geoff: I joined VPR in late 2001 when I moved back to my hometown, D.C., from living in Boston for a couple years. My buddy Dmitri asked 
me if I wanted to jam with some people. ..as we used to rock out in an Oi! band together in the early/mid-90’s which was called United 121. VPR 
has had SO many line-up changes since then (including Dmitri’s departure to play in Iron Cross). I would say that VPR didn’t really get going 
until about a year later, when we solidified our line-up. Shon stepped down from guitar to rock the mic, and Jeff from the Boils stepped in on 
Guitar. Unfortunately our bass player, Dave Linehan, decided to move to Ireland just as things were getting good. 

However, we were lucky to reel in Chris, who we knew from our Saturday afternoon festivities, known as Beer League Soccer. It was a 
weekly occurrence where a bunch of punk rockers, skinheads, and other random fools would come drink beer and play soccer. Chris expressed an 
interest in playing for VPR after seeing our drunken asses play at the Kaffa House, where he was booking shows at. Jeff recently left the band, so 
we got a new guitarist named Dave. Y’all better watch out, cuz you just don’t know. 

Shon: VPR has had more members than Spinal Tap and more substance abuse than... I dunno. VPR, that’s up for you to decide. Come up with 

your own meaning. 

Who is the biggest retard in the band and whv? And do you see this retarded imagery of VPR fueling the fire so to speak of hardcore 

already having a dumb mentality? 

Geoff: Dude, I think we are all equally fucking retarded. Chris has had a pretty serious drooling/spitting habit for a while now. We’ve all been 

known to wear safety goggles for protection around this guy. Seriously. And Shon has these awesome spastic fits. He wears a protective helmet, 
and sometimes we even have to put a cork on his feeding spork to keep him from cutting people. Mostly he just cuts his face up when he’s eating. 
As for Dave... that’s just a completely different story. I haven’t known this guy for too long, but this mother fucker has definitely had his 
moments. We crashed at this house in Boston, and at 6am the doorbell rang and it was Dave. Apparently he had fallen asleep in the wrong house. 


Good times!! 

As for part deuce of the question, I don’t think we have a retarded “image”, 1 think we’re all just a bit spastic. And I don’t really believe 
that hardcore music has a dumb mentality or anything, but a lot of people do take the shit too seriously. A good portion of people into hardcore 
think bands are supposed to follow some special formula in order to be a good band. I’d say the formula generally includes loud, growling vocals 
and songs about never being able to catch a break. I say F- that shit. Grab a beer and quit being a fucking crybaby. It’s all about the hockey 
helmets and drool. It’s about the TARD-KORE baby!! 

Chris: Biggest retard in the band would have to have been our old guitar player Aaron. We were planning to fire him, but he never showed up 
to the practice we were going to fire him at. And since then we haven’t heard a word from him! It’s like a Scooby Doo mystery but dumber. As 
far as the retarded image goes you are really referring to the cover of our initial demo CD “When Retards Attack” This was a joke and we 
certainly don’t mean to offend anyone in the disability community. It certainly was never meant to be interpreted as a comment on hardcore. 

Shon: I would say Dave, granted Aaron was Aaron, but Dave as he says in his own words, “I'm stupid,” or “I’m a gimp." So that’s my vote. 

Dave: I wouldn't have thought it was me until I couldn't figure out whether I got my $1800 dollar guitar stolen the other day, or whether I just 

left it on the curb outside of band practice. Now I think it's probably me. 


What did you all think of the article in the city paper a few months ago that criticized the DC punk scene accusing Fugazi and Ian 

McKave of dulling the live music scene? 

Shon: Well, I’m not seeing a lot of bands we play with that have been influenced by Fugazi — some from Minor Threat, but not much. As for 

Ian dulling the DC scene, shit, the D.C. scene pretty much dulled itself. D.C. doesn’t have many all-ages venues, bands break up all the time and, 
for the most part, the scene has a jaded sense of where things are going. 

Dave: I agreed with some of it, I think that the punk rock scene in DC would definitely be better if so many kids didn’t look to lan and 

Dischord for leadership. There are a lot of artsy-farsty types in DC that would’ve turned out differently had they not followed down the fake horn- 
rimmed glasses and sweater wearing path. 1 think it’s great that Ian and Fugazi and others are doing their own thing, but it kind of strips the 
potential p-rockers away from the scene in the same way that a vote for Nader strips votes away from the Democrats. 

Geoff: I don’t think that they, Fugazi, Dischord or whatever, are necessarily responsible for dulling the scene. 1 think DC is just full of lazy-ass 

people who don’t give a shit about anything anymore. The people in Fugazi and Dischord were some, but not all, of the only people at the time 
who still felt like going out there and doing something. It’s not their fault other people are lazy. There have been a lot of good bands playing 



around the whole tri-state area lately, but people still have this tendency to stay home. Since clubs have been shutting down left and right, people 
get kind of skeptical about the state of “the scene”. There is so much here, but people seem to take shit for granted, and that’s real lame. We 
shouldn’t say that nothing is going on around here. People are still working hard to keep the music alive in the nation’s Capitol, even if it requires 
playing in a basement or a living room. 

Chris: That was a dumb ass article that only further deifies Ian MacKaye as having some sort of mystical influence over the D.C. scene. The 
premise of the article is ridiculous and offensive. Ian is just a dude who is successful at what he does. He certainly doesn’t have that much 
influence over the music community in D.C., other than Dischord Records and his fans. And you know what? I know Ian would say the exact 
same thing. If the guy who wrote the article actually did some research instead of pointing fingers at Ian and Dischord he would know that it is 
the lack of small consistent all ages clubs in DC that hinders the growth of local bands. The lame state of DC’s scene is due to idiots like the 
author of the article who would rather point fingers than get off his ass and do something himself. 

What’s it like living down the street from the White House? Any thoughts on Dubya, Punkvoter.com, or just politics in general? 

Dave: I actually work a block away from the White House. I see it so much that I barely even notice it. 

Shon: Fuck that retard son of a retard. He's not my president. Last time I knew I can recite a cognitive sentence. 

Geoff: what the hell does that mean Shon? I would definitely say way too much on this topic, so I better leave it alone. Although I must say, 

DC’s where it’s at y’all. Ya Heard!! 

Chris: Despite the efforts of great organizations such as Punkvoter or Music for America, 1 think we all know that your vote doesn’t count 
anyway. It’s the electorate that matters. Plus with all these new electronic polling machines, I think there will be even more room for deceit. I am 
sure the Nazi Bush Organization will have a team of hackers trying to alter voting counts. 

Care to explain the interest in “mpower: musicians for mental health” and what your involvement is? 

Chris: Well, that question is really for Geoff and I. Basically what “mpower: musicians for mental health” strives for is a day when people 

recognize that the source of all our problems in living a daily existence are a direct result from issues such as stress, depression and anxiety. We 
encourage people to address these issues in their lives, whether on their own, through a shrink or through medication. If you are feeling like 
killing yourself or you are so bummed that you don’t want to get out of bed or go to school, reach out for help. It’s not a weakness to ask for help, 
it’s really a strength and the first step in taking charge of the shitty situation you feel you are in. The Bad Brains sang about this issue in their song 
PMA — Positive Mental Attitude. 

Geoff: Personally, I work for the Kristin Brooks Hope Center, the National Hopeline Network, which runs two crisis-prevention hotlines, 1- 
800 Suicide)as well as 1-877 Youth line.. Our organization works in conjunction with Hopeless Records to run a program called “Take Action,” 
which harnesses the power of music to encourage personal empowerment. I think music is beneficial to spreading any message to the masses. 
Everyone listens to music in some form or another, and everyone is affected by mental health issues in one form or another. Therefore, what 
better way to spread information about important issues, such as mental health, then through music? 



Everyone wants to grab onto to label to attach to their band that tends to limit who attends the shows, but it seems you guys kind of draw 

from different crowds. What do vou guvs think about that? 

Geoff: That’s the whole thing dude, we don’t think at all, we just do. I don’t know if that makes sense, but we write shit together and it pans 
out into a mixture of all the different shit we like. The four of us are very different people. So it works out well. Our writing style can be rather 
mood based too. Sometimes we rip the brutal fast songs when we feel like raging, and when we feel like rocking out with our balls out, we lay 
down the rock and fucking roll. And then, there are times when we feel like people in the crowd should be dancing a little harder and beating on 
each other like a bunch of angry, autistic teens — we know how to incite that violence. 

Dave: What I think about that is that it's a shame that people that listen to hard music need to subcategorize so much, I think it stifles creativity 

in addition to limiting show attendance. Well, really though, I think there's kind of a fusion going on in DC. The underground scene is so small 
that everyone knows each other and supports each other's bands. Bands like The Locos and Wake Up Cold will share a bill with VPR and The 
Screws, so I don't think it's VPR that creates that, I think it’s the DC scene dyanmic that does.

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REVIEW SECTION 


Most of these records were reviewed before I interviewed the band so there might be better explanations in the inties. Some of the records 
reviewed here may not exactly be “neW’ but I think some people miglt appreciate it. Bastards. Also, there are some reviews done by my boy Shawn 
“SDS”, so his name appears right after the ones he did. CDs, EPs and demos are all mixed in together, so just pay attention. 

SVZSLAK “ DESTROY THE LIGHT” 1” fWorldeater Records!: Just plain heavy from the start. This three piece, where all the members sing 
(including the female bass player), brings a weird type of slow. The songs are very sludge influenced with the occasional blast beat thrown in for good 
measure but with guitar parts that sound very experimental although I can say Syzslak is pretty damn straightforward. The main dark crust/sludge influence 
is prevalent through this 7” and the “weird” parts just give them that touch of originality that is missing in some of the brutal bands these days. Kate, the 
bass player, has a pretty damn heavy voice. Check this out. 

SYZSLAK “I AM MISERY ” T fWorldeater Records!: This is their previous release and it pretty much gets the same review as the above except it’s 
creepier and has more faster parts with a dual vocal assault which is fine by me! There is even some background singing parts on “Hope is a Mockery of 
Reality” that just sound plain scary but beautiful. The beginning of “Secret Handshake” is exactly what I’m talking about: haunting guitars that bring back 
memories of any of the earty Peacevilie bands, dark, heavy and hard-hitting. This EP and the above come in cool colored vinyl too. 

HOSTILE TAKEOVER “YOUTH GRENADE E.P. n 7” (Crucial Records): Fast hardcore, very influenced by WHN? without the thrashier parts. Just 
straight up core. As much as I like the music - with its fast beats, catchy breakdowns and massive sing alongs- 1 gotta say the lyrics are pretty fticlang 
boring. Clich6-ass themes such as positivity, unity, skateboarding and all the typical subjects you can equate with bad (or most) youth crew. The song 
Youth as a Grenade gives the impression that this group of youngsters are out to make a change or a difference, but with lyrics like the ones the only 
change I’ll see is myself putting in another record. Luckily, for the most part, you can’t understand the lyrics so this makes a decent record to listen to.
